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THE AERIAL SPIDER. 





The cobwebs which are found occasion- 
ally floating in the air, alighting on the face 
and person as we walk, in threads of finest 
texture, and which are observable more 
especially in dewy mornings, at certain sea- 
sons, over spreading the fields with a tissue 
charged with pearly globules sparkling m 
the sun’s rays, are the work of vast numbers 
of aerial spiders, which, descending durmg 
the night to imbibe the moisture, weave 
among the blades of grass the webs which 
collect the dew. The cause of the rising of 
this insect and its web into the air, sinee its 
specific gravity considerably exceeds that of 
the atmosphere, has been variously explain- 
ed. Mr. Blackwell, in an address to the 
Linnean Society, professes to account for the 
ascent of the threads by ascribing it to be 
the effect of the warm curtents of air ema- 
nating from the surface of the ground. Mr. 
John Murray combats his doctrine, and ac- 
counts for the phenomenon in these floating 
webs on electrical principles. ‘The following 
is the substance of his observations on this in- 
teresting insect, in the “Magazine of Natu- 
ral History,” of November last. During 
the day these aerial spiders, according to the 
electrical state of the atmosphere, either rise 
in a vertical direction, (and that rapidly or 
slowly, As they are affected by the same 
electrical circumstances,) or they float at 
angles amore or less inclined to the horizon, 
or on a parallel with its plane. They have 
the power of propelling their threads ina 
similar variety of directions, either in mo- 
tiouless air, or in an atmosphere agitated by 
the winds; or even against the wind, the 
threads preserving invariably the direction 
in which they cre propelled, aod never inter- 
mingling; and sometimes a pencil of threads, 
presenting the appearance of a divergent 
brush, is propelled. On comparing these 
operations of the insect with the electrical 
state of the atmosphere, the following cor- 
responding results are observable; when the 
air is ih a positive state, as in clear and fine 
weather, the spider makes his ascent most 
easily and rapidly; when it is weakly positive, 
he rises with difficulty, to a limited altitude, 
and with but slight inclination of the pro- 
pelled threads above the plane of the horizon; 
while, when the negative c’2ctricity prevails, 
as in cloudy weather, or on the approach of 
rain, he is altogether unable to ascend; so 
also as towards evening the positive elec- 
tricity of the air comes feeble, and during 
the night changes to negative, then the spi- 
ders descend to the earth. With regard to 
the habits of this little aeronaut in other re- 
spects, Mr. Murray says, he is greedy of 
moisture, though otherwise abstemious; its 
food is, perhaps, peculiar, and only found in 
the superior regions of the sky; like the rest 
of its tribe, it is doubtless carnivorous, and 
may subserve some highly inportant purpose 
in the economy of Providence: such, for in- 
stance, as the destruction of that truly formid- 
able, though almost miscroscopically minute 
insect the Furia infernalis, whose wound is 
stated to be mortal. Its existence has indeed 
been questioned, but by no means disproved; 
that, and some others, injurious to man, or 
to the inferior creation, may be its destined 
prey, and thus our little aeronaut, unheeded 
by the common eye, may subserve an im- 
portant good.— Magazine of Natural Histo- 
ry.

At Mayfield, near Ashbourne, is a cottage 
where Moore, it is stated, composed Lalla 
Rookh. For some years this ey ew a 
lived at the neighbouring village of Mayfeld; 
and there was no end to the pleasantries and 
anecdotes that were floating about its coteries 
respecting him; no limit to the recgllections 
which existed of the peculiarities of the poet, of 
the wit and drollery of the man. Our desire to 
go over the cottage which he had inhabited was 
irresistible. It is neat, but very small, and re- 
markable for nothing except combining a most 
sheltered situation with the most extensive pros- 
pect. Still one had pleasure in going over it, 
and peeping into the little book-room, yclept, 
the “* Poet’s Den,’’ from which so much true 
poetry had issued to delight and amuse mankind. 
But our satisfaction was not without its portion 
of alloy. As we appreached the cottage, a 
figure scarcely human appeared at one of the 
windows. Unaware that it was again inhabited, 
we hesitated about entering; when a livid, half- 
starved visage presented itself through the lat- 
tice, and a thin, shrill voice discordgntly ejacu- 
lated—** Come in, gentlemen, come in. Don't 
be afeard! I’m only a tailor at work on the pre- 
mises."’ The villainvus salutation damped sad- 
ly the illusion of the scene, and it was some time 
before we rallied sufficiently from this horrible 
desecration to descend to the poet’s walk in the 
shrubbery, where pacing up and down the live- 
long morning, he composed his ‘‘Lalla Rookh.”’ 
It is a little confined gravel-walk, in length 
about twenty paces, so narrow that there is 
barely room on it for two persons to walk 
abreast; bounded on one side by a straggling 
row of stinted laurels, on the other by some old 
decayed wooden paling; at the endof it was a 
huge hay stack.

Nothing was more common at Boulogne than 
duelling; and the mania had extended even to the 
dull and peaceable Netherlanders of the flotilla, 
under the orders of Admiral Werhwel.

LAW OF LIBEL. 
DE CRESPIGNY, BART. V. WELLESLBY. 

This case came befure the Court on demurrer, 
under the following circuinstances:— 

It may be recollected that in the course of last 
summer a duel was fought between Mr. Long 
Wellesley and the Rev. Heaton De Crespigny, in 
consequence of the former having imputed to Sir 
William De Crespigny, Mr. Heaton De Crespig- 
ny’s father, an intrigue with a female relative of 
both the parties. Some explanations of the cir- 
cumstances afterwards appeared in the newspa- 
pers, in reply to one of which Mr. Wellesley pub- 
lished, amongst other things, the minutes of a 
conversation (containing the imputation upon 
the plaintiff above referred to,) between himaelf 
and Mr. De Crespigny. which he stated had been 
drawn up by Mr. Crespigny himself, and af- 
ter having been subsequently revised an2 correct- 
ed by him were delivered to Mr. Wellesley, and 
shwon to Captain De Brooke in the presence of 
Colonel Fremantle and Colonel Paterson. Sir 
William, upon this, instituted an action of libel 
against Mr. Wellesley. The declaration contain- 
ed a great number of counts, charging the fore- 
going and other publications as libels, to all of 
which the defendant pleaded the general issue 
—not guilty; to which he added three special 

leas to that part of the declaration which re- 
fated to the above-mentioned minutes, and also 
to a letter alleged to have been received from 
Mr. De Crespigny, which pleas, divested of their 
technical language, were in substance this:— 
That inasmuch as the defendant, when he pub- 
lished the alleged libellous matteg in question, 
stated, at the same time, the name of the party 
who had previously published it to him, he was 
fot liable to an action in respect of such publi- 
cation. To these special pleas of justification 
the plaintiff demurred. 

Mr. Serjeant Witpe now net to support 
the demurrer. These pleas, he said, raised the 
question—Ist, as to whether the publication of 
slander by another was justified by the fact that 
the author, when he so published it, mentioned 
the name of a party of whom it had been pre- 
viously published to him; and next, ifso, did that 
maxim extend to written slander as well as oral? 
This doctrine arose from a mistaken construction 
of the act of Parliament the 3d Geo. I. chap. 34, 
and the 2d Richard II., chap. 5, which it was er- 
roneously supposed extended to civil cases. The 
great leading case constantly relied on in sup- 
port of the position, was that of the Earl of 
Northampton, reported in 12th Coke, in which 
the Judges had, amongst other things resolved, 
that if A said he heard B say that C wasa felon 
or a@ traitor, if the truth were so, he might justi- 
fy. The learned serjeant contended that this 
case had never been expressly rec. znized as law 
in any of the subsequent cases (except one, which 
was a bad one, and had been everruled,) and 
ought therefore to have no weight with the 
Court, inasmuch as it was opposed to all sound 
principles of justice; and, besides, was contained 
in a volume of Lord Coke’s Reports which had 
been published after his death, and without his 
sanction, from a mass of indigested notes. The 
learned serjeant then took a review of all the 
cases which bore upon this subject, arguing that 
although some of them contained expressions 
which to a certain extent negati.s!'y upheld the 
doctrine laid down in Lord Northampton’s case, 
vet thatnone of them did so directly, while the 
great majority of them bore strongly against it. 
But upon pnaciple as wellas authority, the doc- 
trine contendéd for on the other aide ought to be 
rejected. The injury arose here, not from the ori- 
ginal publication, but from the subsequent one 

by the defendant. Besides, the piinciple upon 
which alone a plea of this description could be 
attempted to be supported was, that the plaintiff

But he would 
another case: suppose that the original pabhehet 
were a perfect beggar; now it was very 
known that persons could at all times be pro- 
cured who were ready to say what was wanted 
under certain circumstances. Was it thea tebé 
endured that a party who, it appeared from thie 
record, was seeking to obtain the custody of hie 
childcen, was at lberty to say, ‘‘ unless you 
me up my children, whether I have a right te 
them or not, I will distress and persecute you by 
circulating every species of calumny against yous 
and if you bring your action, I will yustify this 
malicious publication, by saying that I said Thad 
heard it from a party who is a beggar?’ Was 
that part of the law of this country? if pa 
m schief to which it must inevitably lead pre 
that it ought not to be law any longer. The 
Court, he was sure, would require a ve cogent 
authority indeed before they sanctioned sech « 
maxim, But even if they felt any hesitation if 
deciding against the doctrine promulgated in 
Lord Northampton's case, their Lordships 
bear in mind that the maxim was there only ap- 
plied to oral slander, and could not be extended 
except by analogy to written slander, which he 
was certain the Court would never be anxious t@ 
do, where the principal was fraught with ed 
much mischief aud inyustice. . 
Mr. Serjeant Sranure, in support of ¢ 
pleas, contended that the consequences pointed. 
out by his brother Wilde, would not mecessarily 
result from upholding a plea of this ey ae 
because any of those circumstances which w 
go to deprive the plamtiff of his remedy over 
might be alleged by him in his replication, and 
that would bring the question fairly before the 
Court. ‘The maxim for which he contended wag 
not founded solely on Lord Northampten's case, 
although, he submitted, that case 
been recognized, through a long course of years, 
as good law. Although we knew from his com 
temporaries, Lord Bacon and others, that Lord 
Coke had an invention in reporting, yet hie fé- 
ports contained such sound learning princi- 
ples, that they had always been adopted iate 
the law by succeeding judges, and weré not new 
to be rejected because certain antiquarians, liké 
Mr. Margrave and others, chose to find fault 
with them. The learned serjeant then teferre® 
seriatin to the different cases on this subject, in 
all of which, he argued, this doctrine had been 
treated asan established maximoflaw. He ad~ 
mitted, however, that there waq no express de< 
cision in which this maxim had been applied te 
the case of written slander; but what was the 
difference between them? Where the party wae 
named, the plaintuff could in either case 
his action against the original author; or if he 
had been mad or drunk, as suggested hig 
learned brother, he might state that in hw re- 
plication by way of a new assignment, 

Tue Lorn Cuizr Justice.—How, could 
the plaintiff, who did not hear the words spoken, 
know whether the party were drunk or sobery © 
or mad? Was it not then incumbent on the” ; 
defendant to negative those circumstances? 

Mr. Serjeant Spanxre submitted that thaf 
was never yet required in any plea: otherwise @, 
defendant would have to rack Ris invention, and 
go on negativing all sorts of su d able 
circumstances, so that his plea peer be quite” 
endless. The learned counsel went on to come 
tend that there was no injustice in wu i

Usiren Stares Consciare, 
ROTTERDAM, 9th February, 1829. , 

The United States Consul at Rotterdam in- 
forms the Ship Owners and Merchants that the 
access tothe Port of Rotterdam, is now consi- 
derably improving through the means of a new 
canal. It is weil known that the navigation 
from Goeree to said port was difficult and tedi- 
ous, by the many windings of the river, and like- 
wise that several Shoals prevented vessels of 
g eater draft of water than 12 feet to proceed 
ep to Rotterdam, without the assistance of 
lighters. This created much expense to ship- 
ping, and inconvenience to the Masters, being 
generally obliged to leave their vessels at Gra- 
vendeel, about 16 miles below Rotterdam. These 
disadvantages have attracted the notice of Go- 
vernment, and the plan was formed to obviate 
them, by cuttinga canal, which woulg lead the 
shipping from Hellevoetsluis in a cirect line up 
to Rotterdam. 

This grand object is now attained by the ca- 
nat which has been cut through the Island of 
Voorne, and will be navigable by the month of 
August next. Whe advantages attending this 
enterprise are so important and so numerous, 
that I find it necessary to bring them to the 
knowledge of tie public. 

The depth of water in the canal can be brought 
to twenty-one fect, and the width of the locks 
is sulficient for the largest ship of the line, being 





built at the navy yard at Rotterdam. The en- 
trance of the canal is at Hellevoetsluis; when a 
vessel arrives at that port, the pilot may enter 
the harbour immediately without anchoring in 
Hellevoet Roads, a place which is often dan- 
gerous, The vessel is thereby brought in safety 
the moment of her arrival, and after a detention 
of scarcely an hour by the Revenue Officer, she 
is allowed to proceed up to Rotterdam wiihout 
breaking buik, and sle may arrive safe at her 
port of discharge very few hours after entering 
Goeree. The expense of lighterage is of course 
completely saved, and all the risk to which 
goods are ex)o3ed in lighters are avoided. After 
arrival at Rotterdam the cargoes can be landed 
in the stores of the Consignees without delay, 
and the vessels will meet uncommon despatch. 
The master is constantly in presence of his ves- 
sel, and can live on board if he thinks proper, 
saving thereby the expense of boarding. Any 
trouble and disputes with the crews, which cre- 
ate much difficulty in small‘out ports, will be 
immediately settled to the satisfaction of the 
master by the excellent Police of Rotterdam.— 
As soon as the cargo is landed and no freight is 
offering or required, ballast can be procured at 
Rotterdam in one day warning, on terms equal- 
ly reasonable as in any out port. Should a ves- 
sel be under the necessity of discharging bal- 
last, it is taken away free of all expense. In 
ease of repairs being required, they can be made 
at Rotterdam in the best style by very eminent 
ship wrights. Should any freight be offering, 
the goods can be loaded at Rotterdam, and the 
expense of craft-hire again avoided. Finally, a 
very considerable advantage is obtained for 
vessels leaving this port; before the canal was 
made, they laid often windbound in Hellevoet 
Roads, during several weeks, exposed to all the 
dangers of that place. They will now lay safe 
and snug in the basin or dock at Hellevoet, and 
not leave that place till a fair wind allows them 
to proceed to sea immediately. 

By the facilities attending this canal, Rotter- 
dam becomes one of the safest and most conve- 
nient ports of the world, and its excellent 
markets and favorable situation for inland navi- 
gation, give it a claim toa considerable share of 
general trade, and to the attention of foreign 
merchants and ship owners.

The accounts of the Bank or France, 
with complete and unreserved information 
on the state of its affairs, are made public, 
it appears, at the time of paying the semi- 
annual dividends. ‘Fhe last statement, in 
the Moniteur, gives these particulars:-— 
“The amount of their discounts for the year 
was 407,236,391 francs, which yielded an 
interest of only 2,519,492 iranes, or about 
100,0001. sterling. There had been a de- 
crease of more than 40,0002. in the last 
year as compared with the year 1827.— 
The loans made on the advance of bullion 
produced about 4,0002. ‘The Bank has 
coined, since 1820, about 5,000,0001. ster- 
ling. ‘lhe maximum of bank-notes out at 
one time was 210,000,000 of francs, or 
nearly 8,500,000. sterling. The bullion 
or coin in the colfers of the establishment 
exceeded this amount, being 240,000,000 
of francs, or more than 11,500,000J. ster- 
ling. ‘The capital of the Bank in circula- 
tion is divided into 69,000 actions or shares, 
originally of 1,000 franes, but worth at pre- 
sent 1,810 francs, thus forming an aggre- 
gate of stock of about 2,700,0002. sterling. 
The number of shareholders on the Ist of

January, 1827, was 3,536. The reserve 
fund amounts at present to 8,480,598 francs. 
lt is divided, under certain conditions, 
among the shareholders, or employed to

Wellthen, am not I, who wish for 
the change, and who wish for the consequences, 
and a great many more consequences that I 
have not hinted at here, inconsistent ?—Stop, I 
defy the d—1 himself to accuse me of ineonsist- 
ency after the sorrowful affair of poor Peel.— 
No, without taking shelter under the all-cover- 
ing wing of this grand peacock of inconsistency, 
I am not inconsistent in this; for I am very sure 
that such is the dunghill character of the cocks 
who have to fight this battle against the Catho- 
lics, that nothing that I can say, as to the con- 
sequences of their triumph over them, will spur 
them onto any act of efficient resistancé..* * * 
The merit is O’Connell’s, that is to say, the 
merit of having resorted to the means with 
which he had been furnished by the wisdom of 
successive ‘*Collectives.”” What he is doing 
now, or where he is, seems to be a secret quite 
as great as any that is going. I always said that 
he would not come; and fhe really be come now, 
of which I doubt he is come under citcumatances 
altogether other than those on the existence of 
which my opinion was founded.

Without going into any details, his Grace stated 
generally— 

That the Bill hereafter to be introduced into 

the other House of Parliament, and subsequent- 
ly to come under the discussion of their Lord- 
ships, would be perfectly free from the least en- 
croachment on existing institutions, and would 
not atall interfere with the oathstaken by the 
Right Rev. Prelates and other members of that 
House. 
* « That it would not touch upon the integrity 
of the Protestant establishments of the country, 
nor upon the existing securities for that integri- 
ty in any way whatsoever. 

“That when those measures, which would 
shortly be submitted to the other, and subse- 
quently to that House of Parliament, were be- 
fore their Lordships, he engaged to prove—that 
so far from tending to establish Popery, they 
would prevent the growth of Popery, and pro- 
mote the extension of the Protestant religion.— 
He engaged to prove, he would repeat, that 
those measures would check the increase of the 
Catholics while they would tend to add to the 
numbers of the Protestants. : 

«Finally, that the measure tended, so far from 
establishing Popery, to check and prevent its 
growth, and to promote the influence of the Pro- 
testant religion in Ireland.’’ 

In the House of Commons, a Committee was 
balloted tor on the petition against Mr. O’Con- 
nell’s return for Clare.

In the debate in the House of Commons on 
the 2d ult. Mr. Baring made an inquiry as to the 
amount of expenditure which would probably be 
incurred for public works and fortifications in 
Canada, and how far their construction had 
advanced. ‘The estimates were £67,398 for 
Canada, and £4,581 for Nova Scotia, which 
he considered small, when compared with the 
probable ultimate expences.—Sir H. Harding 
replied, that these items were for the continu- 
ation of the works commenced last year. They} 
gross sum which Parliament was called upon to 
vote, on account of these works, amounted to 
33°,000/, for Canada; but of course that ex- 
penditure did not take place this year. 


“The votes for works at Halifax and King- 
ston were, the principal which were included 
in the present estimate. For these purposes 
about £15,000 was to be expended at Halifax, 
and £20,000 at Kingston. This was £5,000 
more than was taken last year. These works, 
which were to be continued on the scale of 
£30,000 a year, would be finished next year, 
when that branch of expense would cease. ‘he 
Ridaut Canal was not contained in this esti- 
mate. Estimates to a large amount fer works 
in Canada were brought torward and laid be- 
fore the Finance Committee; but at the same 
time it was stated that there was no intention 
of carrying the’ whole into execution. The 
works were devided into three classes—the first 
embracing what was urgent; the second in- 
cluding works that were desirable, but not of 
so urgent a nature; and the third referring to 
undertakings kept back tll a more distant pe- 
riod, and made contingent on the spread of civili- 
zation, the wants and exigencies of the country. 
—A sum of £900,000 would have been requir- 
ed to complete the whole of the undertakings 
contemplated exclusive of £600,000 for the 
Ridaut Canal. For £1,500,000 we should be 
able to place our colonies in such a state of de- 
fence as might be considered complete; but he 
stated that no more than £330,000 would be 
asked fromthe house. ‘The Ridaut Canal would 
most undoubtedly answer every object and in- 
tention which government had in view when it 
was first coutesuplated; aud, according to the 
latest reporis of the surveyors, there was no 
season of the sear except when the waters 
should be frozen in which it would not afford a 
perfect water communication. With reapect to
